Dear Robert, Ryan, et al, 


| just caught up to Invincible after belatedly getting into it this year (this is par 
for the course for me, as | also just got into “Lost” this year) and | was blown 
away by how good it is. First of all, m a standup comedian and comedy writer 
by trade, and as someone who makes people laugh for a living, | have a very 
high bar set for humor in a comic. Almost no superhero comics are actually 
funny, JLI, Ambush Bug, sure, but pretty rare is the one that really delivers, 

and yours is hilarious. As well as poignant, scary, thrilling, emotional, and 
everything else you want a good story to be. But there is a thing that is really 
starting to bug me in the comments about your comic, that it is somehow a 
throw back to 80’s or 70’s comics. This is nonsense. This is one of the most 
cutting edge books | have ever read. Ryan Ottley’s art is light years beyond the 
art of the 80’s in storytelling, character design, figure rendering, every aspect of 
the artists’ medium. He is up there with the real greats like Dave Gibbons and 
Steve Rude, with a fun cartoonish quality that is very modern. His character 


designs use many anime elements that were not present in the art of the 

80’s and could only come from today. And Crabtree’s colors are sublime. No 
Bronze Age book is colored like this. The content of the story is full of post- 
modern touches that 80’s comics hadn’t even considered before Alan Moore. 
And | have never seen a story in any decade that mixes meta-commentary 

on comic books and pastiche of existing characters with a story in which you 
actually care about the characters. The violence is excruciating. The fights 
between Mark and his dad, or Mark and his dad and the Viltrumites on Mars 
are beyond anything the 80’s creators would even attempt. | have never seen 
a mainstream superhero comic depict a battle with as high a body count and 
genuine a sense of terror and desperation as the Guardians’ battle with the 
Lizard League in the nuclear missile silo. Mr. Kirkman’s horror background 
shone through very well. Also, No eighties comic ever launched with the sense 
of purpose and the driving through line of the Viltrumite menace that this book 
has incorporated since the beginning. The sense that all 50 issues have been 
one epic story is not at all something you can find in 50 issues of any 80’s 
comic. My point is that Invincible is CUTTING EDGE COMICS, it has elements 

of the classics but elements that are completely modern and the synthesis of 
the two is innovative in the extreme. What people respond to | think is the Paul 
Levitz style subplotting that has fallen out of favor in the decompressed era, 
but this is just a classic element of comic storytelling to me, it doesn’t belong 
to any era. Keep making your masterpiece, gentlemen. Your cutting edge 2008 
style masterpiece. 


Shameless plug for me (I totally understand if this doesn’t make it in the letter 
if you print it but | gotta try) watch me this August on the Tonight Show and on 
VH-1’s 100 best Hard Rock Songs of all Time, and look for my album, “Dressed 
for Recess” in stores nationwide!
